U.  S.  COLONIAL  COINS 


A SUPERB  SOMMER  ISLANDS  SHILLING 


1 (1616)  Sommer  Islands  Shilling.  Small  sail  variety.  A superb 

example,  in  fact,  one  of  the  best  if  not  the  finest  we  have  ever  seen 
or  sold.  The  coin  is  fully  round  and  nearly  perfectly  centered.  The 
hog  is  complete  in  detail  with  full  bristles.  The  lettering  is 
complete  with  the  exception  of 'E’  in  SOMMER  which  is  normally 
weak.  The  first  'S’  in  ISLANDS  is  always  seen  as  a blur,  we  can 
only  guess  that  it  was  first  cut  in  backwards  and  then  recut 
properly.  The  ship  exhibits  full  detail  but  for  two  portholes  which 
is  virtually  always  the  case  due  to  a die  bulge.  The  coin  is  flat 
(most  are  seen  with  wrinkles)  on  a planchet  which  is  extraordi- 
nary. EXTREMELY  FINE.  Weight  5.10  grams,  78.7  grains. 
From  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Society,  the  finer  of  the  two 
specimens  they  owned  (the  other  was  sold  by  us  in  May  1976). 
Accompanying  the  coin  is  the  original  box  from  the  Massachu- 
setts Historical  Society.

VERY  RARE  NEW  ENGLAND  SHILLING 


2 (1652)  New  England  Shilling.  Noe  3-B.  71.25  Grains.  An  excellent 

example  of  this  very  rare  coin.  The  planchet  is  irregular  as 
almost  all  are,  and  is  nearly  oval  in  shape.  'NE’  and  'XII’  are 
completely  on  the  planchet.  There  is  a tiny  dig  at  about  3 o’clock 
on  the  reverse  plus  a few  very  light  old  scratches  that  are 
noticeable  only  under  magnification,  and  are  only  mentioned  for 
the  sake  of  accuracy.  An  unusually  nice,  clean  specimen  with 
both  punches  well  struck  and  very  strong.  Natural  gray  and 
iridescent  toning.
